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the performance of his duty under this Act, or shall obstruct, hinder 
assault or resist any collector or any workman or other person acting 
in aid of any such surveyor in the execution of this Act, every person 
so offending and being thereof convicted in manner hereinafter men- 
,5 tioned, shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding and 

not less than in the discretion of the Justice before
